The nest has been torn down re¬ 
peatedly but is built back each 
year, more stieks and brush 
being added. They begin to re¬ 
pair the nest in late winter and 
from then to late summer it is al¬ 
ways occupied by eggs or fcmall 
birds. When the old birds are 
killed the nest is deserted bnt n 
few days before another couple 
takes up the work where the dead 
birds left off. This has been 
known to be done several times 
in a single season. These hawks 
are of the red tail variety which 
we call squirrel haws. While very
